DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's response filed February 20, 2008. All 
previously set forth rejections have been overcome. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1,4-6, 8, 10-12, 15-24, 27, 28, 51, 53-55, 57, 58, 60, and 62-73 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: all previously set forth 
rejections have been overcome. While Smith et al. (US 2005/0202742 and 2002/0151240) are 
believed to be the closest prior art, they fail to teach or fairly suggest the invention set forth in 
independent claims 1, 51, and 60. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
